SUMMARY

This funding is received from the United States Office of National Drug Control Policy
(ONDCP) and awarded to the Las Vegas Meto Police Departuent and made available to

agencies across the State. These funds will be used to cover overtime, investigative, and

travel expenses for participation of the Washoe County Sheriffs Office in the Northern
Nevada Drug Task Force as part of the Nevada High Intensrty Drug Trafficking Area
(I{IDTA) Task Force. The mission of the HIDTA progam is to disrupt the market for
illegal drugs in the United States by assisting federal, state and local law enforcement

entities participating in the HIDTA program to dismanfle and disrupt drug trafficking
organizations.

The FY 17 award for the state of Nevada as a $1,753,380 for HIDTA 2017 . Of that, an

amount not to exceed $55,000.00 is available for use by the Northern Nevada Drug Task

Force for all participating agencies (WCSO's estimated portion not to exceed $27,250).
The FY 16 award forthe state ofNevada as aufuole is $3,269,579 for HIDTA 2016. Of
that, anamount not to exceed $60,000.00 is available for use by the Northem Nevada

Drug Task Force for all participating agencies (WCSO's estimated portion not to exceed

$30,000). The FY 15 award for the state ofNevadaas awhole is $602,820 for HIDTA
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2015, of which $55,005.26 is available for use by the Northern Nevada Drug Task Force
for all participating agencies (WCSO's estimated portion not to exceed $27,500). This is
not awaxded as a sub-grant. The funding is made available to Nevada for task force
operations. North Las Vegas Metro Police Department is the designated fiscal agent and
prepares the reimbursement claims for task force operations. Item is being submitted for
all current funding steams utilized this fiscal year and available for next fiscal year.

The mission of the HIDTA program is to disrupt the market for illegal drugs in the
United States by assisting federal, state and local law enforcement entities participating in
the HIDTA program in the dismantling and disruption of drug tafficking organizations.
Washoe County became part of Northem Nevada HIDTA Task Force in the fall of 2006,
when the Board formally approved the Washoe County SherifPs participation by way of
interlocal agreement on November 13, 2006.

Las Vegas Metro Police Departnaent acts as the fiscal agent and administers the State of
Nevada HIDTA grant award. This $84,750 wiil fimd overtime and investigative
expenses incurred while conducting highway, bus and tain drug task force and travel
expenses for HIDTA related training and/or meetings.

4. The grantee or subgrantee may keep interest amounts up to $100 per year for administrative
purposes.
